As such he states that he will be glad 
to receive contributions of encourage- 
ment from Democrats and all ciwzans 
and officeholders wishing Democratic 
suoceas,and the same shall be promptly 
remitted to the National Committee. 


So far as this invitation applies to of- 


fice-holders of the United States it is a 
transaction forbidden by the laws of the 
United States. 
Sec. 11, Civil Service 


Act, Jan, 16, 1883, forbids any officer or 
employe of the United States from ch- 
reofly or indirectly receiving, or being 
in nay manner concernor1 iu soliciting or 
receiving, contributions ior any politi- 
cal purpose whatever from any officer 
or employe of the United States. 


Sao. 14 of the same act prohibits any 


person in the service of the United 
Stutes from directly or indirectly giving 
to another peraou iu the service of lh« 
UuiteJ States nny money "lo bo applied 
to the promotion of any political object 
whatever." 


Sec. 15 makes a violation of these 


provisions a m'wlomsanor, pnuiihuDlu 
on conviction by bath fine anrl impris- 
onment at the discretion of the Court.

mitte oarmot do for itself it cannot law- 
fully do by another.

both Senators and Representatives m 
the Congress of the United Stntes.

gilt to the eomniiitae is a gift to eacb 
member of tbo committee, and it is 
clearly within the prohibition of the law, 
and was so intended. 


Undoubtedly officials of the United 


States have a right to contribute their 
funds to political purposes, but they 
cannot lawfully do so to committees 
composed in whole or in part of persons 
in the service of the United States. The 
plain objaot of the act was to break up 
and forever prohibit all political com- 
merce between classes of the United 
Stales officials. 


Mr. Norris further states in ths inter- 


view that "Government officials and 
soms others of high position have given 
liberally." This may refer to the an- 
nounced contributions of the President 
and certain members of his Cabinet. If 
these officials have made such contribu- 
tions to the Democratic National Com- 
mittee it is plain that they unve thereby 
rendered themselves liable to punish- 
ment under this act, and pnblio decency 
requires that this flngrant cas» shall b« 
considered by tbe officers of the law -n 
this district. If .thin law is fit only to 
be violated it ought to be repealed. If 
it is fit to stand upon the statute bodlts 
it ought to be faithfully enforced,

Bazaine died here yesterday. The cause 
of death was heart disease. 


The active career of Francois Aahille 


Bazaine began in 1831, when, having 
enlisted as a private in the Thirty-eev-, 
enth Begiment of the Line, he was rap- 
idly promoted. 
Bazaine was born in 


1811. 
He was a Lieutenant in the 


force sent by Louis Fhillippe to help 
Christina of Spain against the Oarlists, 
and later became Government Commis- 
sioner to Spain. 
In 1839 ha was Cap- 


tain of the French army in'Algeria. 
In 


1844 he was promoted. 
He participated 


in the campaigns of Milianah, Eabylia 
and Morocco. 
He was General of the 


Brigade in the Crimean wai and won 
great distinction in the Italian war in 
1859, 
His division carried the key 


point to the Austrian position at Solfor- 
ino. In 1862 he commanded the expe- 
dition and in the following year was ap- 
pointed to succeod Marshal Frey in 
chief command of the French forces at 
Mexico. 
In 1850 he was made Com- 


mander of the Legion o! Hcrnor; in 1856 
and 1863 he received the Grand Cross of 
tho Legion. His experience is Mexico 
excited a violfcnt feeling against him at 
home, but ha continued in the country's 
service. 
His part in the great war of 


France with Prussia in the minds of 
million?. 
Upon the surrender of Se- 


dan he rutired to Metz, which the euarny 
under Prince 
Frederick 
Charles, at 


once invested. After a s:ega of seven 
weeks Bazaine capitulated 173,000 tnen 
threo marshals and 50 gciards, besides 
6,000 other officers laying down their 
arms. Bazaine fled to England. When 
he returned to France he was court-mar- 
tialed for connivance with the enemy 
and for treason r.t the surrender of Metz. 
While he wai acquitted of those ehnrgps 
he was condemned for military incapac- 
ity aad for failing to use all moans with- 
in his power to avert, the capilnlutton. 
He was sentenced to ilogredation from 
bis rank and to suffav death. This was 
subsequently changed to 20 years' im- 
prisonment on the Isle Sainte Marguer- 
ite on the Mediteiranoan coast, but on 
August 9, 1874, he ebonpecl by the as- 
sistance of his wife and her cousin.

When the Bourbons 
found it oat they went to Smith and 
told him that if he didn't* turn tbosa 
men out his neck would stretch in" five 
minutes. Smith, thinking it was only 
a scare, did not pay any attention lo it, 
but tbo mob sent two more messengers, 
W. 0. Lnngford ar.d J. C. Wright, to 
Smith with th« same order, "flv« min- 
utes, or hanging." Smith asked the 
mob to let the colorod men go borne un- 
molested, which they reluctantly agreed 
to do. Then thay told Smith to go 
home autl otuy there. 
The 
Union 


Labor parly and the reformers did not 
vote in El Dorado, except one vote for 
Norwood. A good many colored men 
have left this county, and more will 
leave before the year closes. 
The 


Bonrbons tell the colored men now to 
como and join their clubs and vote for 
Cleveland, and they (the oolo-ed men) 
Will not be whipped, shot, etc. 


By theso and similar outrages the 


Bourbons suocpedod in awelling a ma- 
jority of lesq than 200 iu 1884 to over 
1,000. The vote in tha three counties 
mentioned above, had it been honest, 
would hove reduced Eagle's majority to 
less thau 10,000. There are seventv- 
two other counties in the State in which 
the Bourbons have full sway. Is not 
Dr. Norwood justified in his etatement: 
"I was fairly nnd sqnr.rely elected, but 
was robbed of my majority by tho most 
unblushing frauds ever perpetrated by 
election judges and canvassing boards, 
by the robbery of ballot-boxes on the 
wny from the polling-places to the 
county seats, and by the theft of returns 
after they had been placed in the cus- 
tody of County Clerks and locked up in 
their vaults.'1 The Little Rock Ga- 
zette (Dem.) hopes that "the courts 
will sift the larceny in Pulaslu County 
to the bottom and uo justice to oil 
concerned, let the result be what it 
may."

The Chicago Tribune says: 
The official vote of Arkansas has at 


last been declared and gives Eagle, 
Democrat, 14,891 majority for Governor, 
a falling off from the Gubernatorial vote 
of 1884 of 30,445, and from the same 
vote in 1886 of 21,604. This is the loss 
on a hard-fought contest upon the face 
of tho returns, some of which were 
stolen aud others of which were doc- 
tored iu the Southern Democratic style. 
The real loss was much larger. Thtre 
is ample evidence to show thut Elgin's 
majority was cut down to about 5,000, 
when the frauds were eliminated to 
stop its rapid decrease, and there is 
good reason to believe that if there had 
been an honest couut Dr. Norwood, the 
Republican-Labor candidate, would have 
been declared elected. 


The frauds and outrujjes upon ths 


ballot in three counties indicate suffi- 
ciently how the Democrats carried the 
election, und they are all the more sig- 
nificant for the reason that they stand 
unchallenged even by the Democratic 
paoers of the State. 
In Grittenden 


county, the County Judge, Clerk of the 
Court, and cuuieron leading Republi- 
cans, were run out of the county by a 
Bourbon mob with pistols in band.

candidate for Governor, 1,400

Resolved, That the question of a sufficient 
supply of a circulating medium to maintain a 
permanent range of the price of labor and 
property Is the most important political ques- 
tion awaiting solution by the American people.
